Ad n meeting of the Preliminary Ex- 


ecutive Committee of the National Bi- 
Metallic Coinage Association, held at 
Denver, Col., on the 14th of November, 
1885, the folio-wing address was read, 
adopted and ordered published, as an 
expression of the sentiment of that or- 
ganization: 


To the Citizens of tho United States: 
Gold au i Silver being the ouly ac- 


knowledged measures ot values, being 
the ouly materials adapted to that use, 
possessing alone of all materials the 
o-cact attributes to fit them for that ««s, 
with the single exception of density, 
possessing the same common qualities, 
they are entitled to the same considera- 
tion as money. 


Neither can be ignored, nor debased, 


without producing infinite confusion, 
loss and suffering; neither can be blight- 
ed without wronging the millions of tha 
world's workers, for neither uloue is 
sufficient for a measure of valco for the 
commercial world. 


'.These being oar beliefs, in justifica- 


tion of our fiuth wo submit the follow- 
ing: Any considerable shrinkage in the 
volume of real money in a country is a 
calamity BO great that it is everywhere 
guarded against with the utmost care. 
A foreign draft for only a few millions 
upon the great Bank of England will 
cause that chief of financial bttroineters 
to at once raise its rates. Yet there is a 
strong and subtle conspiracy in England, 
Germany. Holland and the United 
States to strike from existence half the 
real money of the world. Already the 
warfare upon silver has been so merci- 
less that it has* caused a depreciation of 
twenty-five per ceut. in the value of all 
the products of the earth, when meas- 
ured bv gold, for silver is the pillar of 
finance, and it cannot be thrown down 
without causing the whole temple of 
values to topple and fall with it. 


When the great discoveries of gold 


were made in California and Australia, 
the stock of the precious metals in the 
world had become so reduced that com- 
merce bad returned almost to mere 
barter, aud the price of labor the world 
around was at stravation rules. Some 
facts which boar upon what has since 
transpired, and which give an idea of 
the tremendous calls of the world for 
real money, we copy from the London 
Bullionist, of October 3d, of this year 
and for convenience reduce the pounds 
-of the Bullionist in ronnd numbers to 
dollars, as follows: "The product of 
.gold from 1852 to 1885 amounted to $3,- 
>000,000,000. Since then the coinage of 
three untions — the United States, Ger- 
many und Italy — and the arts, have 
absorbed more than $2,000,000,000, 
leaving of- th* mighty product Of ttie last 
thirty-throe years less than $1,000,000,- 
000 for all the rest of the world." The 
present supply from the mines is not 
.sufficient to meet the demands of tbe 
•arts alone. These demands are steadily 
and swiftly increasing. The decrease 
in tbe *unply is also hteudy, it having 
fallen from $103.023,078 in 1881. to 
$98,699,588 in 1882, and to $94,027,901 
in 1883. 
See Mint Director's report for 
1881, page 481. During the same years 
Uhe various nations coined $147,015,275, 
499.909,662, and $90,265,357, respect- 
ively. Same report, page 485. 


* Tho foregoing shows what unusual 
6nrd«ns have been put upon gold, and 
reveals why, as rated by a gold stand- 
ard. everything else iu the form ot prop- 
erty, as well as the labor which pro- 
duces property, has declined almost to 
the point it had reached thirty-sewn 
years ago, when commerce was a little 
more than a system of barter, and a 
gold watch was a rare curiosity. 


In the face of this, aud in tbe face of 


the steadily accelerating demand for 
real money in the business of the world, 
we look upon tbe attempt to take away 
tbe chief use to which silver has been 
•pplied, as nothing less than a stu- 
pendous commercial conspiracy. 
We 


do not forget the increased facilities for 
doing business without the direct use of 
money, through clearing houses, bills of 
exchange, etc.; but, after all, tbe ouly 
mediums for final settlement are gold 
end silver, in the form of coin or bull- 
ion. 
To judge of tha future, we need 


bat refer to the past. Twelve years ago, 
silver, at 1C to 1, commanded a premium 
over gold, und the land wan prosperous. 
By indirect means, silver wns dethroned 
from ita sovereign place as money. In 
(oar years there waa a crushing de- 
pression all over the Eastern States of 
our Republic; industry wa<i paralyzed 
« very where, and five hundred thousand 
tramps were marching up and dowu tbe 
land. The passage of the Bland law, 
though unfair and unjust to silver, par- 
tially restored it to its old place- and 
prestige, aud immediately the wheels of 
industry began to roll, a return to specie 
payments was ncade possible, tbe paper 
evidences of money owned by tbe gof- 
«rument 
advanced 
$50,000,000,000, 


values 
were 
equalized 
everywhere 
throughout the Union, and such pros- 
perity followed for five years as no land 
»ver enjoyed before. 
In the meantime, 
then was a BUady flow of gold to our 


country from abroad, until tho amount 
in circulation was doubled, aud the great 
debt melted away at the rate of $50,- 
000,000 per annum. Bat the dishonest 
/t Proprietor warfare upon silver continued. The 


banks Avould not receive it. and they 
were assisted by each succeeding Seore- 
tar of tbe Treasury, until the practical 
demonetization of silver has been again 
accomplished, and silver, together -with 
labor, and property in every form, has 
been beatpn down twenty per cent., 
compared with gold, until now the ca- 
pacity to pay any debt with labor, or 
with the product of soi! or loom, or any 
form of property, has been so reduced 
that it takes five days 1 bor to pay what 
four days labor paid, five bushels of 
wheat or five bales of cotton or five 
yards of cloth to pay for what four of 
either paid for when silver was at n 
premium over gold. It is clear that the 
property of the country is being trans- 
ferred from the millious of toilers und 
borrowers of money to the thousands 
who loan money, from working capital 
to fixed capital, and the shrinkage of 
values is causing commercial asphyxia. 


We are told that to fully rehabilitate 


silver will result in the banishment of 
gold. Tho results of tbe past eight years 
directly refute that proposition; but if it 
wore tine, the answer would be, "Ouly 
tbe rich have gold now. It would be 
better, even for them, for the millions 
of workers and producers to have silver, 
than to have no money at all." 
We de- 


mand, too, that there shall be no change 
in the weight of the 412%-graiu dollar. 
It will buy as much as it could have 
bought when silver 3toort at full par 
with gold. It* present apparent depre- 
ciation ia due solely to secret and dis- 
honsst legislation. To concede that its 
weight should be changed, would be but 
rewarding pas>t wickedness and offering 
a premium for further legislation of the 
same kind. The piognostioations of 
evils to follow a complete remonetiza- 
tion of silver, indulgud in by single 
standard advocates, are exploded by a 
single fact. In the anti-silver conven- 
tion, known an the Bankers' convention, 
bold irj Chicago, n few weeks since, tbe 
ablest advocate of the dangers to follow 
a further coinage of silver stated that 
the limit of silver now held in Europe 
aud the United States amounts to 51,- 
100,000,000. 
Assuming that bis figures 


were correct, were all the silver to be 
dumped upon the United States and to 
enter our coinage, we would then lack 
money enough to make our total money 
per capita equal to the per capita of 
France by $600,000,000. Europe could 
not spare us $100,000,000, without ad- 
vancing th* price to par with gold. 
Europe is not a silver producing region. 
It has to depend upon the United States 
and Spanish America for its annual sup- 
ply, und we/e we to absorb merely the 
product of our own country for a aingle 
year, that action nlotie would compel an 
advance of fifteen points in Europe. 
We are aware that it will be charged that 
because silver mining is a prominent 
indnntry with us, we ar« actuated by 
sordid and selfish motives in making 
our demand for a full restoration of sil- 
rer as money. We do not claim to be 
any better or less selfish than the ma- 
jority of mankind; bht if we were not 
convinced that every man who works or 
owns property, or hopes to own prop- 
erty, is just as much interested in this 
move an we are, we would ask merely 
for a fair tariff on silver, even as we do 
on lead. But we ask no tariff; we waive 
the fact that the wicked war on silver 
has cost us $8,000,000 yearly, for ten 
years past, and ask for nothing that has 
not been conceded through all the ages 
since tho dawn of civilization and the 
commencement of commerce among 
men. Silver has always been the money 
of the masses; nothing can supply its 
place in daily small transactions. Tbe 
warfare upon it is crippling business 
here, in Great Britain And Germany, 
and France seems to be the only coun- 
try in civilization whose statesmen have 
the instinct to keep it in foil circulation, 
and to watch most closely what affects 
the domestic trade of the state. 


In our own co untry the domestic trade 


amounts to ninety-seven per cent, of the 
whole, and our hopes for future trade 
lies with countries in which silver is tbe 
sole standard of values. Yet if we were 
to listen to what is told us, we would be 
made to believe that our three per cent, 
of foreign commerce ia of more concern 
than the ninety-seven per cent., Ours is 
the great silver-producing country of the 
world. Other countries protect precious 
metal mining. To strike down silver 
will reduce the product of lead and gold 
one-third. Despite this, though -on an 
area only a trifle less then all Europe, 
our sixty millions of people doing work 
which amounts annually to something 
equivalent to the full equipment in popu- 
lation and wealth of a State like Norway 
or Scotland; though we are the richest 
of nations in accumulated wealth, and 
with more resources from which to cre- 
ate wealth than any other half dozen 
nations; though at least $1,000,000,000 
more of good money is needed with 
which to carry on tbe peaceable con- 
quest of the continent, oar wise finan- 
ciers declare that if we do not send onr 
own silver, as we rend it from the rocks, 
to London, and, permit a few speculators 
there to fix the pace at which it shall be 
bought and sold, our country will be 
irretrievably, rained. 


Afc the same time we owe an interest- 


bearing debt of $1,200,000,000. and 
tbeao same financiers insist that the 
only honorable way to deal with that 
debt is to destroy half of onr real money. 


so that it will require thirty per cent, 
more of what we have with which to pay 
the debt than it would have required 
when the debt wns contracted. 


We have, besides, as a legacy of the 


war, a debt of $346,000,000 in legal- 
tender notes. It is manifest if these 
were to be retired and in their stead sil- 
ver certificates were to be issued \vith 
the same legal tender qualities, the ex- 
change would cost the government noth- 
ing but the work of its printing presses. 
There would be behind the certificates 
the faith of the government, even as it 
is now behind ^the greenback. There 
would also be the bullion in the Treas- 
ury, and before that could be obtained 
silver would return to its old place be- 
side gold. 
. 
, 


Silver is now the scorn of the banker 


and his newspaper. 
It is but about 


twenty years since the very life of the 
nation hung upon obtaining the weekly 
suppling of silver from the Comstock 
lode. Paper evidences of money do 
well enough in time of peace, but they 
are ground to dust in. the friction of a 
great wai. 


The foregoing are some of the reasons 


•why wo dernapd that silverj shall be in 
business precisely us itjisin the rocks—in 
the same matrix with gold, aud subject 
to the same treatment. 
Atid we mak 


tho demand in the name of nil the wage 
earners and producers in thu laud.
